E'Hlnnif Compiler: The conservative 


aud forbearing disposition of the admin- 
istration in dealing with the various 
phases of the Hawaiian question hasadd- 
ed to the effect upon public opinion of 
the 
publication, early this week, of 


Commissioner Blouut's report, upon 
wliich the policy of the administration 
was largely based. It has taken no offi- 
cial notice of the very unusual and in- 
judicious action of Mr. Tlmrstou, the 
minister here of the Provisional govern- 
ment of Hawaii, in writing aud giving to 


• the press an answer to Mr. Blouut's re- 


port, containing language that would 
not have been tolerated from a foreign 
minister by any other government in the 
world. Had the administration upon 
the appearance in the newspapers of Mr. 
Ttmrston's defense sent that gentleman 
his passports no one would have had 
any right to complain; it would only 
liave followed the precedent set by every 
civilized government in the world, in- 
cluding our own-the offense for which 
Lord Sackville—West, the then British 
minister, was sent IIB passports was 
trivial compared with what Mr. Thurs- 
toii has done. It is not improbable 
that President Cleveland in ignoring the 
bad break of Mr. Thurston was influ- 
enced by the thought that the Hawaiian 
minister was perhaps only too anxious 
to pose as a martyr. But whatever the 
object on either side tba fact remains 
that Mr. Thurston was guilty of an act 
that would have driven a foreign minis- 
ter from any other country and that not 
tne slightest official notice was taken of 
it by the administration, and this fore- 
bearance is generally recognized as al- 
together creditable to the administra- 
tion. 


Aside from the publication of Mr. 


Jilounfs report aud Mr. Thurston's re- 
ply to it, there have been no new de- 
velopments this week. No one oukid* 
of the cabinet and a few members of 
the Senate aad House know the exa-.-t, 
nature of the instructions given to Mr. 
Willis, and Congressmen, outside of a 
lew of the mo.t heedless, recognize the 
absurdity of attempting to express an 
intelligent opinion in the absence of that 
Knowledge.

everything connected with the Hawaiian 
matter will doubtless be made public.

Aside from the regular dinner <!ishes 


of vegetables, it is necessary to provide 
for soups and stews, those invaluable 
sources of appetizing and comforting 
nourishment iu cold weather. For this 
purpose onions and carrots are indis- 
pensable, celery is a treasure in itself, a 
box of parsley growing ia the kitchen 
window is worth many times its cost if 
it must be bought at the gardener's, 
and there is hardly a kuowu variety of 
winter vegetables that may not be 
brought into acceptable use. The one 
secret in using vegetables in cooking of 
this kind is skill in combination—a prime 
requisite of a good cook! Xo one llavor 
must overpower the others so as to give 
an impression of something too much, but 
there must be a fragrant,rich and mellow 
K/iolc. My old cooking-school teacher 
used to repeat his usual formula of '-one 
onion with two cloves stuck in it, one 
carrot, one parsnip, one bay leaf, a 
bunch of fine herbs," and then, spread- 
ing out his hands with an expressive 
jesture— "whatever else you have!" 
Carrots give richness and body as well 
iii llavor and sweetness, and are too little 
appreciated in ordinary cooking. Can- 
ned and dried vegetables are exceeding- 
ly useful in adding to the resources of 
the cook, and corn and tomatoes as well 
as peas and beans in some form cannot 
well be spared. Fortunate the house- 
keeper whose cellar and storeroom are 
amply garnished with these stores.—

MANAGING A DAIHY FARM.—The 


business of dairying should not be 
mixed with other branches of farming, 
but should be made a specialty. The 
farm can then be laid out in three equal 
lields for the three-year rotation—clover, 
com and wheat. Any portions of the 
iaiui undesirable for cultivation am be 
seeded to permanent grasses for pastur- 
ing young stock, dry cows, etc. The 
tillable portions of the farm, then will 
furnish clover for hay, com for ensilage, 
wheat for a money crop and the straw 
for bedding. The wheat money can be 
reinvested on the farm, in the shape of 
wheat bran or oil meal, which will make 
the business self sustaining, aud give, 
with the sale of, surplus stock, a eource 
of income which is constant and re- 
luble. All fertility remains where it 
U-longs, OP. the farm, and like the 
widows oil its hidden resources arc 
ever ready to respond to proper demands.

while his careless neighbors receive no 
more than one-fourth of his returns 
This well-managed orchard is kept in 
irass, which is grazed short by sheep 
the grass afforded them being only one 
half or two-thirds as much as would giv 
them full feed, the deficiency being 
made up with grain or meal. This i 
fed to them regularly in long broad 
troughs. The sheep eat every worm} 
apple as it falls, and the fruit is thus 
kept nearly clear from insects. Th' 
droppings of the sheep enrich the 
ground, and a top dressing of barn 
manure is added yearly. 


The sales of the fruit from this or 


chartl for many years have been equal to 
one hundred dollars from each acre it 
occupies. The shade of the apple trees 
prevents a rank growth of the grass 
,ind the grazing of the sheep gives it 
somewhat the appearance ot a lawn 
The owners of some other excellent or- 
chards, who cannot use sheep, apply 
yard or barn manure more copiously. 
In one of the finest visited, the annual 
application of manure had gradually 
made it two or three inches deep; the 
result was a superb crop of apples. 
Other orchards, with less manure, are 
kept clean and mellow with a gang 
plow or Acme harrow, to keep the sur- 
face clean and in a finely pulverized 
condition. 


To keep tools from rusting, take half 


an ounce of camphor, dissolve iu one 
pound melted lard; takeoff the scum 
and mix in as much fine blacli lead 
(graphite) as will give it an iron color. 
Clean the tools and smear witli this 
mixture. After 24 hours rub clean 
with a soft linen cloth. The tools will 
keep clean for months under ordinary 
circumstances.

Some strikinu instances are giving in tbe 


iY™ England farmtr of the cbokiag of water 
i-onraes and tile drains by tbe roota of trees. 
ID tbese cases tlie roots entered at tbe joints 
"etweea the pieces of tile. To prevent this 
closing, it is regarded as important to make 
the ditches straight, so that the tile* will 
come iu close contact at tbe ends. There is 
no rtoabl thatit may be well to lay the joints 
in water lime cement for some time before 
the ditch is filled, when trouble is expected. 
The importance of packing tbe earth well 
iironnd the tile to prevent it from becoming 
displaced in filling should be well nuder- 
ttood. The toots of willows are found to be 
specially troublesome, nnd have spoiled the 
value cf .veils in this way, with amass of 
roots that seriiingly obstructed the flow of 
water. 


Most of the tile that is manufactured is 


sufficiently porous to admit entrance of watoi 
through the sides when the joints are close* 
with cement. If the nature ol tbe ground 
prevents mnkingthedrains perfectly straight, 
very IOUK corves should be resorted to which 
will allow the ends of the tile to be brought 
into close contact. The writer of the article
